The head of Waterfront 
Development Corporation 
Limited says a somewhat 
unconventional public 
consultation process 
seems to be working. 

Colin MacLean was at 
the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic on Thursday 
night to unveil a concept 
for what WDCL calls the 
“Cunard Lot” — a parking 
lot bordered by Bishop’s 
Landing and the new Nova 
Scotia Power building on 
Lower Water Street. 

Two variations on the 
development were un¬ 
veiled during the public 
open house, both mixed- 


use residential and com¬ 
mercial. One included a 
large office tower, the oth¬ 
er a large apartment com¬ 
plex. 

MacLean and WDCL are 
looking to engage the pub¬ 
lic at the front end of the 
development and encour¬ 
aging feedback on their 
website. 

“Things go wrong in the 
city and in consultation 
when people are brought 
in at the end of the 
process,” said MacLean. 

It was the second such 
public information session 
in as many weeks. Last 
week, three design firms 
squared off with three dif¬ 
ferent ideas for the cable 
wharf at the foot of 
George Street. 


“(Feedback has) been re¬ 
ally, really active,” said 
MacLean. 

“The amount of activity 
on our website was enor¬ 
mous. Feedback has been 
coming in ... People are in¬ 
terested in that particular 
site.” 

The Cunard Lot is some¬ 
what further along in the 
development stage than 
the cable wharf — 
MacLean said WDCL 
knows what should be 
built there, but not what 
variation. 

“This will be one that 
will be more actively 
sought by the neighbours 
in the area, the people 
who use the boardwalk, 
who are interested in the 
public spaces,” he said.

Animal hoarding 
on the rise: SPCA 


O Breeding season causing boom in animal population 
O SPCA says not enough money for investigations

Animal hoarding in the re¬ 
gion has never been worse, 
the Nova Scotia SPCA says. 

Kristin Williams, the ex¬ 
ecutive director, said Thurs¬ 
day that the agency is 
getting about three com¬ 
plaints a week from people 
reporting animal hoarding, 
with some cases involving 
more than 20 animals. 

She said the SPCA is the 
only agency in the province 
that deals with the issue 
and resources are few. 

“The trend of hoarding is 
increasing eveiy year and 
the resources that address 
hoarding haven’t changed.” 


“We’re a charity 
that relies on 
donor dollars to do 
our work.”

The SPCA gets $3,000 a 
year from the province to 
deal with the issue, but in¬ 
vestigations cost about 
$500,000 per year. 

“What we really need is 
not only financial support 
for our ongoing work, but 
because of the complexity 
of hoarding, we also need 
support from other agen¬ 
cies and government.” 

Recently, the SPCA inves¬ 
tigated a case in Halifax in 
which a person had 54 cats. 


all living in a one-bedroom 
apartment. She said animal 
hoarders t 5 Apically do not re¬ 
alize they are causing harm 
to the animals and them¬ 
selves. 

“These are complex cas¬ 
es,” Williams said. “We of¬ 
ten encounter mental 
illness, addiction and eco¬ 
nomic barriers. 

“We’re dealing with ani¬ 
mals and people who need 
our help, and right now 
there’s just not enough re¬ 
sources out there ... to ad¬ 
dress the problem.” 

Williams said cats are re¬ 
producing at an alarming 
rate, noting 30 of the 54 
cats residing in the Halifax 
apartment were bom with¬ 
in the past three months.

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Province to launch 
gambling study 

O New study to cover same topics as shelved gambling 
report O Wilson doesn’t rule out using some of old report

Two years after scrapping 
the Anielski report, the 
province is commissioning 
another study into the so¬ 
cioeconomic impact of 
gambling in Nova Scotia. 

But Communities, Cul¬ 
ture and Heritage Minister 
Dave Wilson said it could 
take up to a year before 
knowing how long such a 
study will take. 

Wilson said the govern¬ 
ment is committed to a 
“proper, well-founded” 
study into gambling and its 
effects. 

The report will be han¬ 
dled by the Nova Scotia 
Health Research Founda¬ 
tion, an arms-length body 
under the Department of 
Health. 



within the next 
year, we’ll have 


more of a picture 
of a timeline on 
the research.”

Wilson said the initiative 
is in a time of transition, 
with staff moving from the 
Nova Scotia Gaming Aware¬ 
ness Foundation to the 
Health Research Founda¬ 
tion. As such, no timeline 
or further details on the 
content of the report are 
available. 

“When that transition is 


finished, and when we have 
the details on the study, 
well release them to the 
people of Nova Scotia,” Wil¬ 
son said Thursday, adding 
he hopes to have the pieces 
in place in a year. 

The province scrapped 
the Anielski report in late 
2009. According to Labour 
Minister Maril 5 m More, the 
government had concerns 
with some of the methodol¬ 
ogy used in consultant 
Mark Anielski’s draft re¬ 
port.

O One official says violence worse 
than 1994 O City police, mayor 
and British Columbia’s premier 
vow to get tough on rioters 



Vancouver has outdone it¬ 
self. 

Seemingly living under 
the shadow of the city’s 
1994 Stanley Cup riots for 
17 years, hooligans and 
vandals set an ugly new 
standard Wednesday 
night as chaos engulfed 
the city following the 
Canucks’ Game 7 loss to 
the Boston Bruins. 

When all was said and 
done, 15 cars had been 
torched, nearly 100 peo¬ 
ple had been arrested, 
scores of people had been 
sent to hospitals, dozens 
of storefronts had been 
smashed and looted, and 
firefighters had respond¬ 


ed to 387 incidents 
throughout the city. 

One man wearing a 
Boston Bruins jersey was 
seriously injured after 
falling off an overpass. 

Vancouver police Chief 
Jim Chu said there were 
about three times as 
many rioters wreaking 
havoc downtown than in 
1994. 

“I was out in ’94 and 
I’ve seen more damage ... 
than in ’94,” said Murray 
Wightman, manager of 
city operations, Thursday 
morning in the aftermath 
of the riot. 

Investigators are re¬ 
viewing video and photo¬ 
graphic evidence from the 
public to identify sus¬ 
pects.

O Responders can’t tell difference 
between legal, illegal grow-ops 


The federal government is 
poised to tighten the rules 
on medical marijuana so 
that only licensed private 
operators are allowed to 
grow it, The Canadian Press 
has learned. 

Sources say Health Minis¬ 
ter Leona Aglukkaq wants 
to take individuals and 
Health Canada out of the 
business of growing pot.

Former senator

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Number sense 

O U.S. study involving babies presents evidence that 
numerical abilities are innate, though approximate 


“when I take a quick look at lineups in 
the grocery store, I don’t count how many 
people are lining up, but I get a gut sense 
of the number. That’s what babies are 
doing ... They have not yet learned to 
count, they cannot represent numbers 
precisely, but they can form these gut, 
intuitive numerical estimations.” 

LISA FEIGENSON, LEAD AUTHOR OF THE STUDY 


At six months of age, babies 
might not know how to ex¬ 
press themselves through 
language but it turns out 
they have an innate knack 
for numbers, a new study 
suggests. 

Researchers at Johns 
Hopkins University found 
that infants were able to 
recognize whether the 
number of happy faces 
shown on a computer 
screen matched a number 
of sound tones played to 
the infants just before they 
were shown the images. 

In one experiment, ba¬ 
bies were played four sound 
tones and then shown four 
happy faces on a computer 
screen. The procedure was 
then repeated, but instead 
of four happy faces appear¬ 
ing on screen, which would 
have corresponded to the 


number of beeps, the re¬ 
searchers showed the ba¬ 
bies eight happy faces. 

“What we found was 
that babies looked signifi¬ 
cantly longer at the mis¬ 
match, as though they were 
surprised, as though they 
were expecting to see four 
things because they had 
just heard four sounds,” 
said Lisa Feigenson, a pro¬ 
fessor of psychological and 
brain sciences at Johns Hop¬ 


kins University and lead au¬ 
thor of the study. 

Researchers conducted 
experiments with 24 ba¬ 
bies, all of whom were 
within about one week of 
being six months old. 
Feigenson said the age limit 
was imposed partly to con¬ 
trol for linguistic develop¬ 
ment, which would be 
more advanced in older in¬ 
fants. 

The results suggest that

infants are able to perform 
rapid estimations akin to 
adults who view two check¬ 
out lines at a grocery store 
before deciding which one 
to join. 

But there are limits to 
this ability. The researchers 
found that unless the num¬ 


ber of happy faces was at 
least twice as large as the 
number of sound tones the 
babies heard, the infants 
could not distinguish the 
numerical difference. Such 
results show that our in¬ 
nate numerical abilities are 
approximate, Feigenson 


said. 

The ultimate goal of the 
experiments, she said, is to 
determine if this early abili¬ 
ty to recognize numerical 
differences is the founda¬ 
tion of human mathemati¬ 
cal abilities.

Three charged in Alberta immigration scam

Defence lawyer Robert 
Davidson said Lipinski 
plans to fight the charges, 
but not the church. 

“Mr. Lipinski is of the

Davidson said. “He does not 
want to bring embarrass¬ 
ment upon either the 
church or his congregation.

Canadian warplanes have 
bombed the Libyan capital 
of Tripoli. 

A Canadian Forces 
spokesman confirms that 
CF-18 jet fighters took part 
in four days of targeted 
strikes last weekend. 

But the spokesman 
could not say whether any 
of the strikes came close to 
hitting Libyan dictator 
Moammar Gadhafi.

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Gunshot victim leaves hospital 

O Release marks new milestone in Rep. Giffords’ recovery from shooting O Intensive therapy to continue

A U.S. congresswoman 
who was shot in the head 
in January has moved into 
her husband’s suburban 
Houston home, beginning 
a new phase in her recov¬ 
ery that will allow her to 
blend daily trips to the 
hospital with a more rou¬ 
tine family life. 

Rep. Gabrielle Giffords’ 
departure Wednesday 
from Houston’s TIRR Me¬ 
morial Hermann indicates 
she has made enough 
progress in her recovery 
from a devastating gun¬ 
shot wound to be released 
from the hospital. But she 
still has a long, arduous 
journey ahead of her. 

She struggles to speak 
and walk, and will contin¬ 
ue daily, intensive therapy 
for months, and possibly 
years. Whether she will 
ever recover enough to re¬ 
sume her congressional 
duties is still unknown.

Yet doctors, her astro¬ 
naut husband Mark Kelly 
and experts who have 
been observing Giffords’ 
recovery emphasize that 
going home is a key mile¬ 
stone and could help stim¬ 
ulate her progress. 

“Anyone who knows 
Gabby knows that she 
loves being outside,” Kelly 
said in a statement re¬ 


leased by the hospital. 
“Living and working in a 
rehab facility for five 
months straight has been 
especially challenging for 
her.” 

Giffords will still go to 
the hospital each day 
where she will participate 
in speech, music, physical 
and occupational therapy 


with the same team that 
has treated her since she 
arrived in Houston in late 
January. 

Now, however, at the 
end of each day “she will 
be with her family,” Kelly 
said. 

The congresswoman 
moved to Kelly’s home in 
League Gity, a suburb near 


the Johnson Space Center, 
where she has 24-hour 
help from a home-care as¬ 
sistant. 

The 41-year-old was 
shot in the left side of the 
brain, the part that con¬ 
trols speech and commu¬ 
nication, on Jan. 8 while 
meeting with constituents 
in Tucson, Ariz. Six people 
were killed and 13 wound¬ 
ed in the attack, including 
the lawmaker and mem¬ 
bers of her staff. 

Her release from the 
hospital was met with ex¬ 
citement. 

“When 1 went home 
from the hospital after 
surgery, 1 was so nervous, 
but boy it’s wonderful to 
be home in your own sur¬ 
roundings, to be able to 
have things on your own 
schedule,” said Ron Bar¬ 
ber, a staffer who also sur¬ 
vived the shooting. 

“Lm sure it’ll be uplift¬ 


ing and healing for her, 
too,” he said. 

Jordan Grafman, direc¬ 
tor of the Traumatic Brain 
Injury Research Laborato- 
ly at the Kessler Founda¬ 
tion Research Center in 
West Orange, N.J., said be¬ 
ing around family often 
motivates patients. He 
warned, however, that the 
congresswoman is far 
from healed and has a life¬ 
time of recovery ahead of 
her. 

“Often, you can do 
many things for yourself 
but not everything, that’s 
not unusual after a severe 
traumatic brain injury,” 
Grafinan said, explaining 
why she would need pro¬ 
fessional help at home. 
“It’s not unusual to be re¬ 
leased before complete in¬ 
dependence and you may 
never achieve complete in¬ 
dependence.”

High-flying loonie could see auto profits plummet 


The strong loonie is driv¬ 
ing up the cost of Canadi¬ 
an employees, which 
could put pressure on au¬ 
to-parts and vehicle mak¬ 
ers to send more jobs to 
the U.S. and Mexico where 
labour costs are lower, an 
independent think-tank 
says. 

The Conference Board 
of Canada predicts a con¬ 
tinued recovery in the au¬ 
to industry on the back of 
soaring demand for vehi¬ 
cles in the U.S., providing 
substantial opportunity for 
the Canadian sector. But 
that growth potential will 


not necessarily benefit 
Canadian workers in the 
auto-parts and vehicle-as¬ 
sembly sectors, the board 
warns. 

A high loonie adds to 
labour costs in Canada rel¬ 
ative to developing coun¬ 
tries and makes Canadian 
exports less cost-competi¬ 
tive, which is prompting 
auto companies to look 
south when they make de¬ 
cisions about where to set 
up new plants, the board 
said. 

“Furthermore, wages of 
Canadian auto workers are 
at risk of moving out of 



line with those of their 
American counterparts,” 
the board said. 

The auto industry and 
its offshoots, key compo¬ 
nents of Canada’s econo¬ 
my, have enjoyed a swift 
turnaround since last year 
after struggling to main¬ 
tain profits during the eco¬ 
nomic downturn of 
2008-09. 

But the board says auto¬ 
parts makers Magna Inter¬ 
national, MartinRea and 
Linamar could be forced to 
lower prices to compete 
with foreign manufactur¬ 
ers.

Dollar down

The Canadian dollar closed

cents US, after going as low 
as 101.03 cents US earlier 
Thursday.

Investors are deeply wor¬ 
ried that a default in Greece 
could set off a catastrophic 
financial chain reaction. 

“Markets are jittery be¬ 
cause the risk of contagion 
spreading to other euro¬ 
zone countries and banks is 
a key concern,” said Rahim 
Madhayji of Knightsbridge 
Foreign Exchange.

O Richard Crouse and Mark Breslin agree Mr. Popper’s Penguins is a surprise 
hit O Will appeal to the kids, with enough story to keep adults interested 


Richard Crouse: Mark, Jim 
Carrey is back acting op¬ 
posite wildlife, but unlike 
the Ace Ventura movies, 
this time he’s not talking 
out of his bum, or doing 
an 3 ^hing that parents may 
take issue with. Mr. Pop¬ 
per’s Penguins is total 
family entertainment, 
paced for young ones but 
with enough story to keep 
older kids and parents in¬ 
terested. 1 dreaded this 
one but actually ended up 
enjoying it. 

Mark Breslin: Me too, 
Richard. I’m not a big fan 
of Jim Carrey movies, but 
this time the comedian 
keeps his cartoony in¬ 
stincts in check and brings 
an easy naturalness to the 


role. The penguins make 
great foils for Carrey as 
they are the comedians of 
the animal world. With 
their tuxedo pelts, paunch¬ 
es and big noses they look 
like standup comics from 
the ’50s.

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Legendary director 
builds Tree of Life 


“Teriy has built a house, 
but he doesn’t feel like a 
real estate agent,” joked 
Brad Pitt at the Palais des 
festivals in Cannes. 

The star of Tree of Life 
was trying to explain the 
absence of director Ter¬ 
rence Malick, who didn’t 
attend the film’s press con¬ 
ference in the morning, 
and skipped the red carpet 
in the evening. 

The legendary filmmak¬ 
er behind Days of Heaven, 
who won the best director 
award in Cannes back in 
1979, is indeed on the 
French Riviera. But he 
feels too shy to confront 
the cameras and press, 
who partially booed his 
new epic. 

Tree of Life tells the sto¬ 
ry of a Texas family in the 


1950s. Pitt is the father, 
newcomer Jessica Chastain 
is the mother. 

They have three sons. 
One of them dies at the 
age of 19. The older be¬ 
comes a respected busi¬ 
nessman played by Sean 
Penn in a few scenes set in 
the present. 

In between, Malick de¬ 
livers weird visions of the 
creation of earth and the 
birth of humanity. We 
even see two dinosaurs, 
who seem to have escaped 
from Jurassic Park. 

Pitt is co-producing the 
movie with his company. 
Plan B. “There are so many 
scripts that can’t be done 
and 1 created this company 
because 1 wanted to help 
things done,” he said.

Considering how Cameron 
Diaz’s character behaves 
in Bad Teacher, the title is 
something of an under¬ 
statement. 

She smokes pot in the 
school parking lot. She as¬ 
saults students for getting 
questions wrong. She ac¬ 
cepts “tutoring money” 
from parents in exchange 
for A’s for their children. 

Her sole motivation is 
earning enough money for 
a boob job so she can snag 
a rich husband. The char¬ 
acter is crass, deceitful and 
usually hungover — in 
other words, far from 
glamorous or S3mipathetic. 
But that’s exactly what Di¬ 
az liked about her. 

“There was absolutely 
not one ounce of energy 
spent trying to make any¬ 
thing about this character 
likeable. It was genius,” 
says Diaz. “Usually, you 
spend the last 20 minutes 
of the movie trying to 
apologize for the first hour 


and a half of it because 
people are afraid of just 
owning what it is.” 

Diaz, who has done ar¬ 
guably her best work in 
comedies with some bite 
to them, doesn’t hold back 
in her latest role, and it 
pays off. But given the ma¬ 
terial, she couldn’t really 
pull any punches. 

“Thirty pages into the 
script, 1 was like, ‘There’s 
no way I’m playing this 
character. How could 1 
ever redeem her? There’s 
no redemption for her, 
this is a horrible person,”’ 


she remembers. “Then 10 
pages later 1 was like, ‘1 
think 1 like her.’ And by 
the end 1 was like, ‘This is 
amazing because 1 don’t 
have to apologize.’” 

Of course, even in a cav¬ 
alcade of bad behaviour 
like Bad Teacher, there are 
some situations Diaz and 
director Jake Kasdan 
thought would be going 
too far, like featuring a 
teacher-student romance. 

“The one thing that Eliz¬ 
abeth doesn’t do — one 
line she doesn’t cross — is 
taking on a seventh grad-

er,” Diaz says. “That’s the 
one thing she doesn’t do, 
thankfully. 1 don’t think 1 
would be down with that. 
That would be a different 
movie, clearly.” 

Not that it would proba¬ 
bly matter to MPAA, the or¬ 
ganization that doles out 
ratings for American films 
— and a group Diaz isn’t 
too thrilled about. (Bad 
Teacher, with its rampant 
drug use, foul language and 
sexual content, unsurpris¬ 
ingly earned an R-rating.) 

“It’s arbitrary, honestly, 
the rating system,” Diaz 
says. “Who’s to judge what 
is R-rated or not? It’s all 
relative, right? It’s just to 
whom is watching it, if it’s 
something inappropriate 
or not. So 1 say, get rid of 
the ratings, man!”

that artist where they need 
to be on time. 

The show’s writers also 
have a hand in corralling 
the chaos. They research 
each presenter before writ¬ 
ing a word, says Jason Ford, 
the supervising producer. 

They’ll then consult with 
each artist, sending drafts 
back and forth in an effort 
to capture the artist’s tme 
voices. 

Still, they leave plenty of 
room for off-the-cuff mo¬ 
ments. In 2002 Pamela An¬ 
derson brought out then 
partner Kid Rock. This year 
Justin Bieber’s girlfriend, 
Selena Gomez, is co-hosting 
the show and the Biebs has 
been hinting over Twitter 
that he might make an ap¬ 
pearance. 

“That’s the kind of thing 
we’d be prepared for,” says 
Staite.

HISTORY OF M USIC: TH E FORMAT WARS (PART 2)

L ast week, 1 went 
through some 
love-hate battles 
that have 
occurred 
between music 
and technology over the 
decades. Here are a few 
more. 

Tapes vs. Tapes 

For years, the only source 
for music in the car was 


the AM radio. That 
changed starting with 
some 1965 Ford models, as 
the 8-track player was in¬ 
troduced as a factory 
option. It ruled until the 
mid-1970s when it was 
eclipsed by the cassette, 
which, unlike the 8-track, 
had a rewind function. In 
1982, the last pre-recorded 
8-tracks disappeared from 
stores, although it lived on 
in the realm of record 
clubs. Legend has it that 
the last 8-track ever issued 
was Fleetwood Mac’s 
Greatest Hits in November 
1988. (Good trivia 
question, that!) 

Tapes vs. Vinyl 
There was a period in the 
1980s when sales of pre¬ 
recorded cassettes were 


greater than those of LPs. 
Everyone had a Walkman 
and rather than transfer¬ 
ring LPs to blank cassettes, 
millions just went for the 
pre-recorded version. 
Record stores bulged with 
LPs, 45s, 12-inch singles, 
cassettes and, for a while, 
8-tracks. 


Tapes and Vinyl vs. CDs 

Before cassettes and vinyl 
could finish their death 
match, along came the 
compact disc. Introduced 
in late 1982, the record in¬ 
dustry was initially dead 
against them. The last 
thing they wanted during 
a brutal recession was an¬ 


other new format with its 
requisite manufacturing, 
transportation and ware¬ 
housing costs, not to men¬ 
tion the investments 
record stores would have 
to make on new shelving. 
Then someone realized 
that the CD was a way to 
get music fans to buy their 
entire music collections 
all over again. 

CDs vs. MP3s 
And lo, the times were 
good as fat margins on 
CDs and ever-increasing 
annual album sales made 
the recording industry a 
veiy, very happy place. 
Things were so good that 
when, in 1993, a Warner 
executive discovered 
leaked versions of a 
Depeche Mode album 


trading in chat rooms on 
the Prodigy network (any¬ 
one remember that?) 
using some weird new 
technology called the 
MP3, he brushed it off as 
inconsequential. Oops. 
MP3s vs. Streaming 
But MP3s (and similar mu¬ 
sic files) may not be the 
endgame. Subscription 
services like Spotify and 
Pandora may make 
possessing MP3s 
irrelevant. There’s no 
need to own an MP3 if you 
can get the music from 
somewhere whenever you 
want it. 

Then again, Apple’s 
iCloud is a shot against 
streaming, isn’t it?

Grilled T-Bone Steaks with

There aren’t many dishes 
more satisfying than a siz¬ 
zling steak with savory 
side dishes.

This slow-cooked 
confit fits the bill. 

Preparation: 

I Melt butter in skillet 
over medium heat. Add 
onions and salt; stir 
well.

Place steaks 
on grill; cover. Grill, 
turning after 3 minutes, 
until tops of steaks feel 
firmer than raw when 
pressed, about 7 nnins 
for medium-rare.

Many classics, like these 
corncakes, are easily re¬ 
made.

I ln a bowl, mix together 
salt, sugar and pepper. 
Add any additional 
seasonings, as desired. 

2 Find a container that 
will hold pork belly 
comfortably with 2.5 to 
5 cm (1 to 2 inches) of 
space on all sides. A 
casserole dish is a 
good choice. Spoon 
about half of the salt 
mixture into the con¬ 
tainer, spreading it in 
an even layer. Set pork 


belly over salt, pressing 
it gently into salt mix¬ 
ture. Pack remaining 
salt mixture over and 
around pork. 

3 Refrigerate, uncovered, 
for 6 to 7 days. Remove 
slab of pork belly (now 
bacon) from salt mix¬ 
ture. The bottom will 
resemble wet sand. 
Discard salt mixture. 
Rinse bacon under cool 
running water. Pat ba¬ 
con dry with a clean 
towel. Use a very sharp 
knife to cut bacon into 
slices, then refrigerate 
up to 5 days or freeze 
up to 3 months. 

Fry or otherwise cook 
the home-cured bacon 
as you would 
purchased bacon.

The National Basketball 
League of Canada is work¬ 
ing toward an eight-team 
circuit for its inaugural 
season. 

NBL Canada has decided 
to move forward with On¬ 
tario ownership groups in 
Kingston, Oshawa, London 
and Barrie, as well as one 
Maritime group in Charlot¬ 
tetown, P.E.L 

Those five groups have 
submitted letters of intent 
and deposits in an effort to 
join founding teams in 
Halifax, Saint John, N.B., 
and Quebec City. 

Moncton, N.B., and 
Laval, Que., are not in the 
picture for 2011-12, 
according to interim chief 
operating officer Ian 
McCarthy. McCarthy also 
ruled out the possibility of 
new ownership groups 
stepping forward for 2011- 
12. 

The league is planning 
to tip off in October with a 
30-game schedule.

When John Flemming com¬ 
mits to the Maritime Pro 
Stock Tour, he’s usually a 
contender for a champi¬ 
onship. 

So given that the 44-year- 
old Halifax native plans to 
race eveiy event this sum¬ 
mer, it’s no surprise to see 
him tied for second overall 
entering Saturday’s Ron 
MacGillivray 100 at River¬ 
side International Speed¬ 
way near Antigonish. 

“Unless we have some re¬ 
al bad luck, we should be a 


contender for a champi¬ 
onship,” said Flemming, a 
three-time tour winner. 

“We’re going to do the 
full season and see what we 
can do.” 

Flemming won tour ti¬ 
tles in 2002, 2003 and 2006 
and finished third in 2009.

“It’s been a few years 
now and I’d like to get a cou¬ 
ple of victories, to tell you 
the truth,” Flemming said.

The Stanley Cup glistened 
in the morning sun, the 
nearly 35-pound S 3 nnbol of 
NHL supremaq/^ raised high 
over the head of 255-pound 
Zdeno Chara.

He walked over to some 
of the roughly 500 fans who 
had gathered outside TD 
Garden, where the Bruins 
outscored the Canucks 17-3 
during the final. He let 
some of them touch the 
coveted trophy that hadn’t 
been in Bruins hands in 39 
years. 

“It’s unbelievable. It’s 
veiy exciting for the whole 
city, for us, for the whole 
organization. It’s a veiy spe¬ 
cial day,” said Chara, who 
hadn’t won a cup in 12 pre¬ 
vious NHL seasons. “We’re 
veiy honoured to be here. 
We’re so happy.” 

They won with Brad 
Marchand, a rookie pest, 
and Patrice Bergeron, who 
missed most of the 2007-08 
season with a concussion. 
Each had two goals in the 
chncher. 

“We went out there on a 
mission, came back cham¬ 
pions,” said Marchand, a 
Hammonds Plains native. 
“We proved we were the 
best team in the world.”

The Boston Bruins should 
have an easier time 
repeating than the last 
team to win the Stanley 
Cup.

He has $52.2 
million US committed to 
18 players next season — 
leaving him roughly $10 
million to spend with the 
cap expected to be set 
around $62 million. 

He’ll also likely get 
back the $4 milhon in cap 
space dedicated to 
forward Marc Savard, who 
is expected to retire 
because of ongoing 
concussion s 3 miptoms. 


Chiarelli’s biggest deci¬ 
sion will be determining 
the fate of defenceman 
Tomas Kaberle, who failed 
to provide the power-play 
boost the Bruins were 
looking for when they ac¬ 
quired him from Toronto 
midway through the year. 
The veteran earned $4.25 
million this season and is 
an unrestricted free agent. 

Forward Michael Ryder 
is also ehgible to become 
unrestricted on July 1 af¬ 
ter earning $4 million. 

The only other Bruins 
regular in need of a 
contract is Brad 
Marchand, who earned 
himself extra money with 
11 goals in the playoffs in¬ 
cluding two in Game 7 of 
the final.
